ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  1951 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1/  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1951  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Circular  42/51  Wales. 

The  general  state  of  health  in  the  district  has  been  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the  district 
in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country  suffered  from  the 
Influenza  Epidemic  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  Death  Returns 
where  eight  deaths  are  attributed  to  Influenza. 

In  all,  170  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year.  This  was  an  increase 
of  20  cases  on  the  number  notified  in  1950,  the  increase  being 
due  to  an  increase  in  measles  cases  during  1951. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year,  and  the 
only  deaths  due  to  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  were  five  due 
to  pneumonia. 

Once  more  I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has 
been  no  maternal  death  due  to  childbirth  during  the  year.  Our 
Infantile  Mortality  rate,  however,  has  lisen  from  20.3  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births  in  1950  to  54.5  deaths  per  1,000  live  births 
in  1951,  eight  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  having  occurred 
in  1951.  Five  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  hospital,  three  being 
due  to  prematurity. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  13.91  births  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  the  number  of  Births  being  148,  the  same  as 
in  1950. 

Our  birth  rate  for  comparison  with  the  country  as  a whole 
would  be  18.06  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  would  com- 
pare favourably  with  the  National  Rate  of  15.5  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  The  need  for  some  correction  for  comparative 
purposes  is  obvious  when  one  realises  that  there  is  a great  excess 
of  males  in  the  district,  there  being  approximately  2,000 
soldiers  at  Kinmel  Camp  who  are  now  included  in  our  popula- 
tion figures.  The  Death  Rate  for  the  district  continues  to  be 
below  the  average  for  the  Country,  our  crude  Death  Rate  being 
10.43  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  our  Comparative 
Death  Rate  being  10.12  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  the  rate  of  12.5  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

Housing  continues  to  be  a problem,  and  many  inhabitants 


still  have  to  live  in  sub-standard  houses.  Two  condemned 
properties  were  vacated  during  the  year,  but  there  are  many 
more  to  be  vacated  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years.  Thirty- 
two  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  three 
private  houses  were  also  completed. 

The  water  supply  to  the  district  was  reasonably  adequate 
during  the  year  in  most  parishes,  but  there  was  some  shortage 
in  the  Cwm  and  Bodfari  areas.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  how- 
ever, that  to  ensure  an  adequate  water  supply  to  the  whole 
district  entails  having  a very  wet  summer,  and  often  even 
though  the  water  supply  is  maintained  it  is  very  much  touch 
and  go.  The  increasing  number  of  cattle  troughs  is  throwing 
an  ever-increasing  load  on  ou?  water  supplies,  which  are  already 
taxed  to  their  capacity. 

At  the  time  of  compiling  this  report,  the  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  an  adequate  water  supply  to  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  Rural  District  is  under  consideration  for  final  approval  at 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  and  I have  reason  to  believe  that 
it  may  be  under  construction  by  the  time  I produce  my  next 
Annual  Report. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Clerk,  the  Sanitary  Surveyor,  and  all  the  other  Council  Officials 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

^ WATER. 

Bodelwyddan,  Rhuddlan  and  St.  Asaph  are  supplied  by 
the  Rhyl  Urban  District  Council’s  Undertaking. 

Dyserth.  The  greater  part  of  the  parish  is  supplied  by  the  ' 
Prestatyn  Urban  District  Council’s  Water  Undertaking. 
BRYNIAU,  Dyserth,  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Holywell 
Rural  District  Council’s  Water  Undertaking,  as  it  is  a high 
level  area. 

BODFARI  is  supplied  from  works  constructed  by  the  Council. 
This  supply  is  contaminated  on  occasion  and  the  inhabitants 
have  been  advised  to  boil  all  drinking  water. 

Cwm  is  supplied  from  works  constructed  by  the  Council. 
One  source  of  supply  (Aelwyd  Ucha)  fails  completely  during 
dry  weather,  and  on  these  occasions  the  supply  is  augmented 
from  the  Birkenhead  Corporation  Water  Supply  via  the  Holy- 
well  Rural  District  Council  Supply  Mains.  TREMEIRCHION  is 
supplied  from  works  constructed  by  the  Council.  This  water 
supply  is  chlorinated,  as  in  Summer  the  water  has  to  be  pumped 
from  a polluted  source.  This  results  in  a bacteriologically  pure 
water. 

RHUALLT  has  a piped  supply  derived  from  springs  in  the 
neighbourhood.  WAEN  is  supplied  from  works  constructed  by 
the  Council.  The  distribution  of  water  has  been  much  improved 
by  the  construction  of  new  mains,  and  in  1951  there  was  no 
failure  in  the  supply. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

There  was  no  severe  failure  of  the  water  supply  in  any  part 
of  the  district  during  the  year.  It  was.  however,  necessary  to 
restrict  the  consumption  in  Bodfari  and  Cwm. 

The  need  for  a pure  and  adequate  water  supply  to  the 
parishes  of  Bodfari,  Cv/m,  Tremeirchion,  Rhuallt  and  Waen 
is  as  great  as  ever,  for  in  a dry  summer  several  of  these 
parishes  suffer  from  a water  shortage  and  the  water  supply  is 
polluted  in  all  these  districts  at  some  time  or  other  during  the 
year.  At  the  time  of  writing  the  Council  is  awaiting  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health’s  approval  of  its  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
' an'  adequate  and  pure  water  supply  to  these  parishes.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

St.  Asaph  and  Dyserth  and  Rhuddlan  have  a sewage  dis- 
posal system,  though  the  one  at  Rhuddlan  is  overloaded  and 
there  is  no  disposal  works  there. 

Bodelwyddan,  Bodfari  .and  Tremeirchion  are  without  sewage 
schemes.  Outline  schemes  in  respect  of  Bodelwyddan,  Rhudd- 
lan and  Tremeirchion  were  accepted  by  the  Council  in  1948, 
and  at  the  time  of  writing  an  enquiry  has  been  held  at  Rhudd- 
lan in  respect  of  the  work  to  be  carried  out  in  that  parish.  The 
result  of  the  enquiry  is  not  yet  to  hand. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  was  reported  during  1951. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  areas  supplied  with  sewers,  very  few  privies  remain. 
In  the  remainder  of  the  district  10%  of  the  houses  have  privies 
with  fixed  receptacles  and  90%  privies  with  moveable  recep- 
tacles. The  Council  have  arrangements  for  the  removal  of  the 
night  soil  in  certain  areas. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  is  removed  from  all  parishes  in  the  Rural  District 
by  the  Council’s  Refuse  lorries. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

No  action  was  required  in  respect  of  shops  and  offices  during 
the  year. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

The  Maesgwilym  Camp,  The  Pleasant  View  Holiday  Camp 
and  the  Vale  of  Clwyd  Holiday  Camp,  Rhuddlan,  are  licensed 
for  the  Summer  months  only. 

The  water  supply  to  these  camps  is  satisfactory,  as  are  the 
general  standards  of  hygiene  maintained  in  the  camps. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 
No  action  was  required  during  1951.

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SCHOOLS. 

No  closure  due  to  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  was  required 
during  1951. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  AND 
VACCINATION. 

96  children  under  five  years  of  age  and  1 child  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  were  immunised  during  the  year. 
24  other  children  received  a reinforcing  (Boosting)  dose. 

69  children  under  the  age  of  five  years,  and  3 persons  over 
the  age  of  fifteen  years  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  during 
the  year.  In  addition,  3 children  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen  years,  and  17  persons  over  fifteen  years  of  age  were 
revaccinated  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Welsh  Regional  Board  has  a Chest  Clinic  at  22  Edward 
Henry  Street,  Rhyl,  for  the  treatment  and  investigation  of  cases 
or  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  The  Clinic  is  held  on  Friday 
mornings  for  new  cases  and  on  Thursday  afternoon,  2.30  p.m. 
— 4.30  p.m.,  for  Pneumo  thorax  treatment. 

The  nearest  Sanatoria  are  at  Llangwyfan  and  Penyffordd. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  nearest  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  these  diseases  is  at 
St.  Asaph  Hospital.  This  clinic  is  held  on  Tuesday  evenings 
from  5.15  p.m.  to  7.15  p.m.  The  treatment  is  confidential,  free 
and  inclusive  of  travelling  expenses. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

The  Flintshire  County  Council  holds  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  at  St.  Asaph  (Thursday  p.m.),  Rhyl  (Wednes- 
day p.m.)  .and  Kinmel  Camp,  Bodelwyddan  (Thursday  p.m.). 

SMALLPOX. 

In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  provision  can  be 
made  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  cases  by  arrangement 
with  the  Flintshire  County  Council  and  the  Welsh  Regional 
Board. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  disinfection  of  large  articles  such  as  bedding  can  be 
carried  out  through  arrangements  made  by  the  Sanitary  Sur- 
veyor with  the  Rhyl  Urban  District  Council. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Con- 
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way.  Examinations  of  raw  water  were  made  during. the  year. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948. 

Section  47.  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  elderly  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

No  formal  action  was  required  under  this  section  of  the  Act 
during  1951.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

All  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abbattoir,  Rhyl, 
which  is  the  municipally  controlled  centre  for  the  district. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

(a)  BIRTH  Rate.  The  total  number  of  Births  credited  to  the 
District  by  the  Registrar  General  during  1951  was  148,  of 
which  70  were  male  and  78  female.  Eight  of  these  children 
were  illegitimate,  3 being  male  and  5 being  female. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  13.91  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
National  Birth  Rate  for  1951  was  15.5  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion, but  the  local  Birth  Rate,  corrected  to  allow  for  the  large 
excess  of  males  in  the  area,  is  18.08  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is,  of  course,  very  satisfactory. 

There  were  no  Still  Births  during  the  year. 

(b)  DEATH  Rate.  The  total  number  of  Deaths  credited  to 
the  District  after  allowing  for  inward  transfers  and  outward 
transfers  was  111.  49  of  these  were  deaths  of  males  .and  62 
deaths  of  females. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  for  the  district  was  10.43  per  .1,000 
of  the  population  as  compared  with  a Death  Rate  of  12.5  per 


1,000  of  the  population  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
Our  Comparative  Death  Rate  is  even  lower,  being  10.12  per 

1,000  of  the  population. 

(c)  Infantile  Mortality.  There  were  eight  deaths  of 
Infants  under  one  year  during  1951.  This  gave  an  Infant 
Mortality  rate  of  54.5  per  1,000  live  Births  as  compared  with 
the  rate  of  29.6  per  1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole. 

\d)  Infectious  Disease.  170  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
were  notified  during  1951.

(e)  Zymotic  Mortality.  Four  deaths  were  attributed  to 
Pneumonia  and  eight  deaths  were  attributed  to  Influenza. 

(/)  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  One  death  was  attributed  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  giving  a mortality  rate  of  0.094  per 

1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  a rate  of  0.31  per 

1,000  of  the  population  for  England  Wales. 

(^)  Tuberculosis  (Non-Pulmonary).  There  was  no  death 
in  this  group.

There  were  18  male  deaths  and  30 
female  deaths  from  heart  disease,  being  a total  of  48  deaths. 

(k)  Intracranial  Vascular  Lesions.  There  were  9 deaths 
from  this  cause,  five  being  deaths  of  men  and  four  being  deaths 
of  women. 

(7)  CANCER.  Fifteen  deaths  were  recorded  as  being  due  to 
cancer.  Seven  were  deaths  of  males  and  eight  deaths  of 
females.  The  Cancer  Mortality  rate  for  the  district  was  1.41 
per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  the  National  Rate 
of  1.96  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

This  is  the  second  consecutive  year  that  our  cancer  death  rate 
has  been  lower  than  the  national  rate.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 
WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Serious  shortages  were  again  experienced  during  the  summer, 
the  springs  at  Cwm,  Tremeirchion  and  Bodfari  drying  up 
almost  completely.  The  supply  to  Tremeirchion  was  augmented 
by  pumping  and  chlorinating  water  from  a stream. 

In  Bodfari  and  Cwm,  long  periods  of  rationing  were  resorted 
to. 

During  the  summer  many  complaints  were  received  from 
consumers  about  the  lack  of  water. 

CONTROL  OF  CIVIL  BUILDING. 

The  issue  of  Private  Building  Licences  to  erect  houses  was 
still  kept  under  close  control,  only  three  such  licences  being 
issued. 

In  one  further  case,  a licence  offered  to  an  applicant  was 
refused  on  the  ground  that  he  would  be  unable  to  afford  the 
weekly  sum  required  to  pay  off  the  mortgage. 

HOUSING  ACT  1949. 

Two  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  received 
during  the  year ; both  of  these  were  recommended  for  grants, 
but  no  confirmation  of  these  was  received  during  the  current 
year. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949. 

During  the  year,  after  consultations  with  representatives  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  Council  decided 
to  engage  a part-time  operator.  He  was  duly  appointed  and 
commenced  duties  in  August  after  attending  ,a  Course  of 
Intruction.  He  works  each  morning  from  Monday  to  Saturday, 
commenced  by  carrying  out  inspections  of  farm  and  other 
property  and  treating  property  in  respect  of  which  complaints 
were  received.  The  Operator  is  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
Pests  Officer  of  the  Flintshire  C.A.E.C.,  and  excellent  results 
have  been  obtained. 

SALVAGE. 

Another  new  activity  commenced  during  the  year  was  the 
Collection  of  Salvage.  One  additional  man  was  hired,  a trailer

and  Nissen  hut  purchased,  and  the  latter  erected  on  the  refuse 
tip  for  storage  and  baling  purposes. 

Collections  commenced  in  October,  and  to  the  end  of  the 
year  a total  of  5 tons,  11  cwts.  3 qrs.  (all  grades)  had  been 


disposed  of,  to  the  total  value  of  £98  15s.  Od.

Eighteen  milk  samples  were  reported  as  not  being  genuine. 
Two  of  these  were  taken  from  roundsmen  and  the  others  from 
producers.  Some  of  the  samples  were  found  to  be  low  in  solids 
or  fats  and  the  “appeal  to  cow”  samples  showed  that  the  herds 
were  giving  poor  quality  milk. 

One  milk  sample  contained  added  water  and  legal  proceed- 
ings were  instituted.  These  were  withdrawn  on  the  receipt  of  a 
medical  certificate  and  the  defendant  paying  £7  15s.  Od.  costs.
